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NURSE’S REPORT 


Mr. Chairman, and Board of Directors; 


The following report covers a period of one year extending 
from Nov. 1, 1924 to Oct. 31, 1925. 

During the winter months very little sickness was reported. 
Consequently the nursing visits were few and mostly among 
people in Colrain, Shattuckville and Griswoldville. 

During the school year there were epidemics of Whooping 
Cough and Measles, and a few cases of Mumps. There were 
not many cases but they extended over most of the school year. 

Cases of Pediculosis still continue in the Shattuckville 
and Griswoldville schools, but I feel that with the cooperation 
of the parents it would not take long for them to be exterminated. 


The fall examination of the school children had been made 
by Dr. Cram and Miss Leishman. The children were weighed - 


again in the spring and a marked improvement. was noticed 
in their weights. The importance of nutrition, especially in the 
Country Schools in often not realized by the parents. I think 
if the practice of carrying milk for lunches was more common, 
the improvement in underweight children would show a vast 
improvement. 

During the summer months Dr. French of Pittsfield, and 
Dr. Cram held four elinics for giving the Shick Test and the 
toxin anti-toxin for diphtheria. About 40% of the school children 
and several pre-school children had the toxin anti-toxin. In the 
future we hope to have the remaining children given this 
prophylactic care.
